P r e s id e n t Porfiro Diaz until his fait, 
a nd w h e n Diaz was no longer chief 
e xecu ti ve, Huerta tough' for Fra n­ 
c isco de la Barra,

Provisional 
President. 
After Francisco Mad' ro 
was ejected Huerta found it to 
be 
his duty to support one who had so 
lo n g fought as a rebel. 
His loyalty

Diaz revolution
